Corning or pickling is an excellent 


way to preserve some of the surplus 
Deef 
for future use. according to 


Wiss Mary E. Loughead, extension 
specialist in foods and nutrition. Uni- 
versity of Arkansas Colege of Agri- 
culture. The corning process is not 
difficult and the finished product af- 
fords a delightful variety to meals-. 
Miss Loughead says. For housewives 
who are interested, she offers the fol- 
lowing instructions. 


The cheaper cuts of meat, such ar 


the plate, rump, and clnick t\re gen- 
erally used in making corned beef 
although other cuts may be used 
Meat from fat animals makes bettei 
corned beef than that from thinnei 
animals. 


To corn beef cut the meat -into piece: 


of about the size that will be wantec 
for cooking; 5 or 6 inches square is 
good size. Cut the pieces ns uniform ii 
thickness as possible, so that they maj 
be packed in even layers in the cur 
ing vessel. It is best to remove In 
bone. When the mest is thorough!, 
chilled put into pickle. Meat that ha 
stood for some time is unwholesom 
and will probably sour during th 


of water. Keep the meat entirely un 
de'r the brine by using a loose cove 
with a weight on it. If any of the mea 
gels 'out of the brine, it causes the 
jrine to spoil in a very short time.- 
<eep the container in a cool place 
Because the sugar in the brine has a 
tendency to ferment. The meat will 
cure best at a temperature of about 
38 degrees Farenhei. 


After about 5 days overhual and 


repack so that the piece that were on 
top wil be on the bottom. Pour- back 
the same brine and five days repeat 
the overhauling. This will insure more 
rapid and uniform curing of the meat, 
Examine the brine^ when the meat is 
being overhauled and if it is ropy or 
begins to mold, remove the meal and 
rinse each piece with clear water.

Science's Effort 


Medicine Starts Off

The thing that causes infantile para- 


lysis is one of the two smallest known 
enemies of man.

Sprays 
used in these epidemics failed to 
put the chemicals where they would in 
fallibly cover the olfactory nerves. 
But after these epidemics it was dis 
covered that simply dropping the che 
micals in the nose with the head 
virtually upside down, was complete 
ly effective". 


This new method was tried, with 


zinc sufate. in Nicaragua in 1938. j 
Used on about 4,500 persons it ap- 
parently halted that epidemic. But the 
number was too small to provide a 
basis for drawing conclusions. 


Meanwhile, it has been learned that 


in zinc sulfate there may be a definite 
threat of permanent damage to the 
ense pf smell. The Stanford scientists 
are now looking for a chemical which 
may he entirely free of this risk.

nnd attainment. Men of this sort 
have brought blessing pr curse to 
mankind, according to the conception 
of strength nnd greatness thnt they 
have lind in tntnd. 


Echolnrs, scientists, inventors, who 


have devoted their energies and gen-

U> the service of thcri fellow- 


men, hiive done a great deal to bless 
the world. Humble saints nnd minis- 
ters, whose ideal has been thnl of 
making their lives strong in goodness 
have similarly brought Inestimable 
blessing.
